On December 1, 1945, while he was still 
in uniform, he heceme Superintendent of 
the Kentucky School for the Rlind. 


During Mr. Langan's administration, 
from December 1, 1945, until November l, 
1956, he served the blind in Kentucky very 
well, Ihe milestones of his successes 
were new orograms in orientation and mobi- 
lity (cane travel) and wrestling meets 
with other stete schools:for the blind 
as owe! l jas ,localipublnei schools. (oHe 
providec a wide variety of physical educa- 
tion programing, including swimming, and 
more social outlets for the students, 
Mnelucing parties and cancing both on and 
off campus.
